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^HJ-OUGHBY STUDY ASKED 

Inquiry Asked on His Charge 
Newsmen Slanted Stories 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (UP) — 
Representative Samuel W. Yorty, 
Democrat of California, said to- 
night that Maj. Gen. Charles Wil- 
loughby should be questioned about 
his charges against American re- 
porters in any reopening of the 
MacArthur hearings. 

General Willoughby, General of 
the Army Douglas MacArthur’s 
aide and former intelligence chief, 
accused several correspondents in 
a magazine article last week of 
slanted reporting of the Korean 
war, a charge which the newsmen 
indignantly denied.
